E Upland Has Learned a Lesson 
In Dealing With Ontario 


What residents of Upland and Ontario want is a fair | 
q basis for maintenance of a sewage disposal plant. Such a 
plan has been prepared by the city managers of Upland and 
Ontario, approved by the Upland eity council—and reject- 
ed by the Ontario city councill. 

For months, yes, years, officials of the two cities have 
been conferring over a contract, made in 1917. This con- 
tract has some questionable legal foundation. In any event 
; there is a 50-50 chance of either city winning in a legal test. 
; Rather than experience the aggravation of a prolonged 
ck eourt suit, Upland officials, however, were willing to make 
liberal adjustments in the original contract, which contract 
is favorable to this city. 

While these extended discussions and efforts at negotia- 
tion have come to naught, perhaps the people of this com- 
} munity have learned a lesson. 

' Perhaps the time has come for this community to en- 
tirely divorce itself from Ontario interests. 

Many people in both communities would like to work 
closely together. This should be possible and surely it is

But since the official attitude in Ontario exists as it 
does, there is no reason to continue with the idea that twin- 
eity cooperation is possible. Ontario in so many words has 
told Upland to build its own sewage disposal plant; get out | 
of Ontario and take care of its own affairs. 

A court suit is very likely. If Ontario wins, Upland 
probably will build its own disposal plant. If Upland wins, 
Ontario will be required to continue the present disposal 
arrangement for another 24 years. 

In any event, a \. aolesome attitude is not likely to pre- 
vail officially between the two cities. 

Upland has done its part in seeking to develop and to 
maintain a friendly community spirit. p 

The two communities have much in common; everything 
to gain by working closely together. 

Upland : officials in an honorable manner have tried to 
honorably settle a difficult problem. The final move was up 
to Ontario and last Monday, the Ontario city council said 
**no’’. The official rejection was to the proposal that had 
been sought jointly by the Upland-Ontario city councils and 
had been prepared jointly by the Upland-Ontario city 
managers.
